III fays that he was born in the King's County, in the kingdom of Ireland; that about 19

years ago, he married the ſiſter of James Welſh, (who now calls himſelf James Fox) who was : 


_ convidted along with him for Horſe-ſtealing laſt aſſizes, and has now by her nine ſons and à daughter. 


That he was confined for a debt of 431. 145. at the ſuit of James Gallough, and Thomas Fitzgerald 
in the Four Court Marſhals of Dublin, and in the year 1791, took the benefit of the Inſolvent 


Debtors Act, and was diſcharged. 


an account of theſe cattle, that he was along with him when the cattle were ſtolen, and immediately 


turned King's evidence againſt him; and Welſh, alias Fox, hearing of ſuch information being 2 


given left the country. 5 


He ſays, that after he was diſcharged from his confinement, he went home to his family, and | 


his wife, by her endeavours, had ſaved about one guinea and a half, with part of which ſmall ſum 


he bought a parcel of pins, and other ſmall artieles, and wont thiuugh the country gathering rags g 
that he called on his ſiſter-in-law, at Baileyburleigh, and there found his brother-in-law, Welſh, - © 
lying in a ſtable (ſecreted) decently dreſſed with good clothes and boots. That Welſh addrefſed 
him, and told him he would hire him for a year, and would pay him handſomely for it; alſo told -_- 


him, that he would get him into his old way of jobbing and dealing. 


That in the year 1791, Welſh and Dunn ſtole two bay mares from a place called Letthelgh, 8 


the county of Kildair, and brought them from there to Scotland, one of which was ſold at Irvin 


in Scotland, and the other exchanged with one Watſon, near Carliſle, who gave thirty ſhillings 8 | 
boot. That they ſoon went home, and then ſtole and brought from thence four other mares, which 
they brought alſo into Scotland, and fold two at Dumfries, and exchanged one at or near Stran- 
rawer, and the other was ſold to Alexander M' William, their profecutor. After the diſpoſal of thoſe, 
they went home, and then ſtole two mares at Maypole, in the county of Weſtmeath, in the king- 
dom of Ireland, which they brought to Dumfries and fold. They went back again to Kilbeggin, 
in the county of Weſtmeath, and there ſtole two other mares, one of which was fold at Air fair 
laſt, and the other at Dumfries aforeſaid ; and that Welch ſold the greateſt part of theſe mares, - 


and received the money for them. On the 3d night of February laſt, Welch and Dunn went to 


A M. William's houſe, and Welſh entered the ſtable, and there ſtole from thence the black mare 
in queſtion, and one black horſe, with which they eſcaped till apprehended. Dunn further fays, : - - 
that had it not been from the different perſuaſions of Welſh, ſo as to entice this delinquent, he. 
never, in his life before, committed any burglary, felony, or theft whatſoever, but was reſpe&ted 

and deemed by his neighbours a very honeſt man; alſo, by Thomas Tyrrel and Shaw Carther, 
Eſquires, two of his Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace, in and for the King's county, in Ireland, who 
were the two magiſtrates who meant to apprehend Welch for ſtealing the three cows aforeſaid; had 


he not left the country. hi; [ declare to be true as a dying mane

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About ſive years ago, laſt Chriſtmas, he ſays, Welſh, alias Fox, ſtole from Mr Joſeph Juman, 
Quaker, of Bellybriton, in Ireland, three fat cows, and carried them to Dublin, and fold them 
there: That the couſin of James Welſh, alias Fox, confeſſed upon his being called upon to give 
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
